For an additional amount for “National Infrastruec-
ture Investments’ in accordance with the provisions under

55, $500,000,000: Provided, That the amount under this
heading shall remain available until September 30, 2015:
Provided further, That not less than $100,000,000 of the
funds provided under this heading shall be for projects lo-
cated in ecities with populations between 10,000 and
50,000: Provided further, That for a project described in
the preceding proviso, the minimum grant amount shall
be $2,000,000, and the Secretary of Transportation may
provide a Federal share of costs in excess of 80 percent:
Provided further, That the amount under this heading is
designated by the Congress as an emergency requirement
pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A) of the Balanced Budget
and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985, except that
